After we all left the "Yard" in '95, I went to Dover, 
Delaware. There, in order to recuperate from the effects of 
my senior year attack of typhoid, I devoted the winter largely 
to out-of-door life and spent very little time in work. Foot- 
ball, hockey and baseball occupied much of my leisure.

I accepted both and have been with the last- 
named college ever since. Concomitantly I have carried on 
college extension courses for teachers in New York City and 
Brooklyn, and for five years taught all of the mathematics in 
the newly organized college of Mount Saint Mary, Plainfield, 
New Jersey. These positions, and the entailed work con- 
nected with them, necessarily curtailed the research work I 
planned doing at Columbia.

Alford Warriner Cooley, the oldest son of James Calvin 
and Agnes Medlicott Cooley, was born at Westchester, New 
York, on April 9, 1873. He prepared for college at St. Paul 'a 
School, Concord, New Hampshire. After graduation from 
Harvard, he studied law at Columbia University and took the 
LL.B. degree there in 1898. During the two following year* 
he served as a member of the New York State Assembly. 
From 1901 to 1903 he was clerk of the Surrogate's Court in 
Westchester county. In 1903, President Roosevelt, who had 
a warm affection for him and whose confidence, friendship, 
and inspiring influence were important factors in his subse- 
quent career, appointed him United States Civil Service Com- 
missioner. Thenceforth Washington became his headquarters, 
though his work took him to all parts of the country. On De- 
cember 1, 1914, he married Susan Dexter Dalton at Longwood,. 
Mass. James Calvin Cooley, their only child, was born on Sep- 
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tember 28th of the year following. In 1906 President Roose- 
velt appointed Cooley Assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States. A career so varied and successful within the 
first dozen years after graduation meant the development of a 
wide range of interests. Cooley 's enthusiasm broadened, his vi- 
tality was always exuberant, he radiated health, wholesome- 
ness, and optimism. His retentive memory, well ordered mind, 
and great capacity for work enabled him speedily to master 
the intricacies and difficulties of the widely varying tasks that 
he undertook. While he was still young and in the midst of 
achievement, his career was shattered. In August, 1908, he 
found that tuberculosis had developed in his lungs. He re- 
signed his position in Washington and went to a sanatorium 
in New Mexico. Six months later, feeling able to re-enter 
active life, he accepted a second appointment as Assistant At- 
torney-General of the United States. But it was for only a 
short time that he held this office. In May, 1909, he returned 
to New Mexico, confident that his strength would permit him 
to assume the duties of Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, to which office he had been appointed by 
President Taft. His determination not to give up under 
adversity and illness, but to hew out a new career for himself 
in a new place may have been unwise, yet to many of his 
friends it seems one of the fine things in an admirable life. 
That his capacity for useful service soon made itself appreci- 
ated in the community that now became his home, is shown by 
the fact that besides holding a place on the Supreme bench, 
he was made President of the Board of Regents of the New 
Mexico Normal School and Regent of the University of New 
Mexico. But gradually he had to let go one task ofter 
another. The disease had reached an advanced stage when 
in May, 1913, he was brought to Boston to take the Friedman 
treatment. It proved futile; the last few weeks of his life 
he passed in a little cottage at Topsfield, and there on July 
19th he died. Admirable as was Alford Cooley 's active 
career, it was in the five years of invalidism preceding his 
death that his character ripened and displayed rare qualities 
that even those who had known him best and liked him most 
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would hardly have ascribed to it. The dogmatism, narrow- 
ness, and intensity of prejudice that characterized him in his 
earlier years had been gradually wearing away, even be- 
fore his illness. And now, in place of them were re- 
vealed a rich and tolerant sympathy, a gentle readiness to 
hear different points of view, a sweetness and an unselfishness 
of thought that it was often poignant to observe and that it 
is quite impossible to describe. The exuberant vitality, the 
abounding spirits, were subdued by illness, but remained even 
to the last in an extraordinary measure. He never even by 
inference lamented his lot or betrayed a sense of bitterness. 
Sad as it was to see him towards the end, wasted and dying, 
it was not wholly sad; one went away from him stirred by 
his bright and valorous spirit. Nothing could have been more 
beautiful than his family life. His relations with his mother, 
his wife, and his little boy were ideal. The affectionate side 
of his nature, always strong, was developed still further in 
the years of suffering. Alf ord Cooley was unlike many men 
in that he kept throughout his life the simple religious faith 
in which he was brought up as a child. Deep and abiding 
he held it to the end. He died as nearly universally honored 
by those who knew him as a man can be.

Since leaving Harvard I have done all sorts of things, 
none of which has been of the slightest importance to any- 
one but me. For a year I labored under the pleasant delu- 
sion that I was teaching Harvard freshmen something about 
English composition; then, in the capacity of tutor, I 
escorted a youth to Europe (he has since been put in jail), 
and having acquired the habit of being a companion of youth, 
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I became a reader on "The Youth's Companion." A fatal 
versatility then led me to assist in the surveying of a new 
road through the Yellowstone National Park, and when I 
finished with that I helped to edit in Minneapolis a successful 
trade journal — "The Northwestern Miller." In 1898 I went 
around the world with Pat Brice, and since then various 
combinations of circumstances have caused me to live in 
Mexico, Minnesota, Russia, Finland, and Prance. In 1910, 
I returned from a three months' trip through South Amer- 
ica — a part of the world so vast, so marvelous, and so new 
to me that in three short months I was able to acquire very 
little, except a parrot. All these years have brought me no 
fame, no fortune, and no family, but they have given me a 
great deal of experience of both life and death, and I have 
come to the conclusion that both living and dying are, in their 
different ways, distinctly worth while. Since writing the 
above in 1910, I have continued to live in St. Paul, with my 
mother, until her death three years ago, and since then, alone ; 
that is to say, if one may regard as solitude a household con- 
sisting of six dogs, three cats and an obscene parrot. Two 
years ago I returned to Mexico, expecting to spend the winter 
on my brother's coffee plantation in the state of Vera Cruz 
and at his house (rented from the late, if not lamented, 
Gustavo Madero) in the City of Mexico. But thirty-six hours 
after I landed, the ten days' bombardment began at the 
capital and I was unable to go beyond Jalapa. As at that 
time there did not seem to be any prospect of ever getting 
to the City of Mexico, I returned to Vera Cruz; and, after 
several days of watchful sweating with hundreds of other 
American refugees who had fled from the city, I set sail on 
a small German freight steamer for Hamburg, and travelled 
in Europe until the following June. One rarely sees mem- 
bers of '95 in St. Paul and I sincerely hope that any who 
happen to come here will give me the pleasure of letting me 
know.

My life since leaving college has been similar to that in 
college, practically all work. I have come, in these later 
years, to see the loss that this necessary condition entailed 
during college life, in that it prevented my making larger 
acquaintance among classmates and members of other 
classes during the four years at Cambridge. After being 
graduated I spent six years with the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company in Boston, eight years with 
the Western Electric Company in New York, one year with

Since the last report I have kept on with my teaching 
work at Columbia University, and with lecturing and 
writing about music. Every summer I spend in composing. 
Getting a leave of absence, I spent the year from May 31, 
1913, to May 1, 1914, with my wife in Europe, chiefly in 
Prance. We hired half a little villa for two months in the 
summer of 1913 in Boffres (Ard&che), a small mountain 
village served by a railroad usually out of order, where no 
English or Americans had apparently ever been seen before. 
We went there because I wished to study with M. Vincent 
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D'Indy, whose chateau is there. We got very fond of the 
natives of the place, simple, hard-working people. The 
sons of the farmer near our villa, from whom we got eggs, 
and of the woman from whom we rented the villa also, were 
affected by the three-years' military service law, which they 
felt was forced by Germany, and the women cried as they 
told my wife about it. The boys were nice, clean fellows. 

Quite 
a different class of people we also saw much of, visiting 
them in their country houses in Normandy and near Lyons, 
and also seeing them in Paris, where we spent the winter. 
Two of these young men, one a promising doctor, have been 
killed. I have published several new compositions since the 
last report, and my Quartet for Piano and strings, opus 7, 
has been played in Boston by the Kneisel Quartet, with 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch as pianist.

On leaving Cambridge, I entered a law office in Chicago j 
later became a member of the firm of Catlin, Moulton and 
Webber, which continued as Catlin and Moulton until 1902.

The Class of 1895 record their tribute to the high charac- 
ter and devoted service of their Secretary, Albert Harding 
Newman, whose death on the twelfth day of March, 1915, 
is to every one of us a personal bereavement. Born in Athol, 
Mass., December 6, 1872, he was descended from New Eng- 
land families who by force of character and intellect achiev- 
ed leadership. His father, Albert Lee Newman, after a suc- 
cessful career as a banker in Athol was in the last ten years 
of his life President of the Commonwealth National Bank of 
Boston. His grandfather, Honorable George Newman, was a 
manufacturer of paper-mill machinery at Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont, in partnership with the late Gouverneur Morris of 
New York. He served his town as selectman, town treasurer,, 
and member of the Legislature. For many years he was 
President of the local savings bank. Known throughout 
southern Vermont to be " square' ' as well as efficient, he 
settled more estates in Windham County than any other man 
of his time. Albert's mother, Ella Maria Harding, was the 
daughter of Honorable Alpheus Harding, a member of the 
General Court and President of the National Bank of Athol. 
Her grandfather was the Reverend Alpheus Harding, gradu- 
ate of Dartmouth College in the class of 1805, forty years 
pastor of one church, and during that period twice a member 
of the General Court. His mother was Sybil Adams, of Med- 
way, fifth in direct line from Henry Adams, the grandfather 
of President John Adams. Coming to Boston at the age of 
ten, Albert prepared for college at the English High School. 
In 1889-1890 he was Colonel of the Boston School Regiment. 
His college life was marked by high scholarship and wide 
and sympathetic friendliness. Living in Holworthy Hall he 
made his room a pleasant meeting-place where his friends 
were always welcome. He never seemed to have duties to 
keep him from friendly talk, yet his work was never neglect- 
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ed, as the rank list of every course he took bore his name. 
Having three bankers in his immediate ancestry, he early 
bent his purpose to that profession. In Sophomore English 
composition he wrote a history of banking which won him 
high rank in that difficult course. At graduation his degree 
was magna cum laude, with Honorable Mention in econom- 
ics and history. He was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa, 
Delta Upsilon and Pi Eta societies. His election to the office 
of Class Secretary, near the close of the senior year, was a 
fortunate choice. To this work he gave for twenty years 
the most painstaking care and attention to detail. Indeed he 
gave much more than this, for he tried with affectionate 
interest to follow the career of every '95 man in any and 
every part of the world. Upon the last day of his life he 
was engaged in the preparation of this fifth report. Imme- 
diately after graduation he entered the Boston office of 
Kidder, Peabody and Company. In February, 1898, he be- 
came a member of the firm of Blodget, Merritt and Company, 
bankers, which later became Blodget and Company, to whose 
activities he devoted the remainder of his business life. 
There he was a wise and conservative counsellor, whose 
opinions were based upon knowledge. He helped many 
without profit to himself and he accepted the burden of 
numerous positions of private trust. In the town of Concord, 
where he had lived since 1906, he was Trustee of Town Do- 
nations. On October 18, 1897, he married Jeanie Stevens 
Smith, sister of our classmate, Jerome Carruth Smith. Be- 
sides Mrs. Newman, three children survive him — Albert 
Lee, born December 9, 1898 ; Harding Carruth, born August 
20, 1903; and Dorothea, born July 2, 1911. A boy, Carl 
Whipple, born September 3, 1900, died in infancy. Albert 
had often considered retiring from business in order to 
enjoy out-of-door life and travel, but his business associ- 
ations were so pleasant and his work so congenial that he 
was reluctant to give them up. In 1914 his energy, formerly 
spontaneous, had to be summoned by effort of the will, but 
his closest friends thought only that he had been too sparing 
of vacations. As the months went on a physician, whose aid 
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he sought, gave him the definite and final word that no per- 
manent help was possible. In one moment he passed from 
slight concern to certainty of death, although with no ex- 
pectation that it would come so soon. It was after this that 
he called a meeting of the '95 Class Committee and reminded 
them that it was quite time to start plans for our Vicennial 
Celebration. This meeting at the Exchange Club was his 
last trip down town. Yet even to the friends who saw him 
then he gave no hint. There was no shadow of farewell. 
The last weeks he passed in visiting and receiving visits, in 
planning friendly meetings, in the usual cordialities of a 
wide and intimate circle of friends. His house was in 
order. One evening his heart ceased beating. Thus he was 
spared the lingering illness which he had dreaded. His 
character found expression in his firm but gentle face, his 
calm, sweet manner, and in the combination of personal 
dignity with charming comradeship. He had a buoyancy 
of spirits and a cordiality of manner which were a great 
attraction. He was fond of social life. His sense of humor 
was keen. He treasured amusing anecdote and kindly fun. 
Of intense loyalty to his friends and perfect courtesy to all, 
he possessed the admiration, respect and love of all who 
knew him. The memory of him as one whose every impulse 
was generous and every act unselfish will abide with the 
class until their last reunion.

The report which was published in 1910 records sixteen 
men, connected with our class, as engaged in the work of 
the Christian ministry.

During the nine years since I put on 
the cowl I have been university preacher at Harvard, 
Williams, Pennsylvania, Chicago, Brown and Gambier, and 
have done similar, though unofficial, work at Cornell, Dart- 
mouth and Columbia.

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In 1898, after pursuing, at Harvard, special studies lead- 
ing to the profession of landscape architecture, I was gradu- 
ated "as of 1895." From October, 1898 till April, 1903, I waa 
in the service of Olmsted Brothers, landscape architects, 
Brookline, but, by a special arrangement with them, I had 
carried on an incipient independent practice from December, 
1900. In October, 1902, I was appointed assistant in land- 
scape architecture in Harvard University, and on March 
3, 1903, instructor, from September 1, 1903. In Sep- 
tember, 1903, I opened my office at 2A Park Street, 
Boston, and on January 1, 1905, I announced my 
partnership with Percival Gallagher, under the firm name of 
Pray and Gallagher.

Hubbard, H., '97, and Henry P. White, H., '99). Since Sep- 
tember 1, 1905, I have been assistant professor of landscape 
architecture here at Harvard. For somewhat more than 
seven years I have been chairman of the Department, now 
Graduate School, of Landscape Architecture. In the year 
1909-10 I started a new course on the principles of City 
Planning, which so far as I know was the first course of this 
sort in any American university. Besides my work of in- 
struction in Landscape Architecture and particularly City 
Planning, which includes in addition to this course in the 
Theory, Practice in Design, the administrative work for 
which I am responsible as Chairman of our Council uses a 
large share of my time. In 1911-12, while on sabbatical leav» 
of absence from the university, I visited many of the most 
important cities in England, France, Switzerland, Italy, 
Spain, Austria, Hungary, Germany, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Belgium and Holland, for the purpose of a rapid survey 
and first hand study of their lay-outs, and the collection of in- 
formation to be used in my city planning instruction. Much 
of this information is recorded in a very large collection of 
books, pamphlets, photographs, nearly 10,000 postcards, and 
several hundred plans, many of them secured by special ar- 
rangement from official quarters, making our Harvard City-

Julius Staab is remembered by his classmates as a man 
of small stature, but of an unusually quick and active mind. 
In his person, he bore the evidence of his birth under semi- 
tropical skies together with a suggestion of Spanish blood in 
his veins. His ability to steer a racing shell while in Col- 
lege has been cited by rowing coaches as a good illustration 
of the theory, that a clear head and the power of quick de- 
cision are of more importance in the coxswain's seat, than 
the saving of a few pounds of weight. Upon graduating 
with the class from Harvard, Staab studied law at Columbia 
University, after which he began the practice of his pro- 
fession at Chicago, Illinois, where he continued for two 
years. He then, to use his own phrase, " wandered West- 
ward Ho," to New Mexico, the place of his birth, and set- 
tled in Albuquerque, where up to the time of his death, a 
dozen years later, his life was one of continuous accomplish- 
ment, marked by plain living and high thinking and by 
close application to the legal problems of his native state. 
During these years he held there the following positions: 
Assistant District Attorney for the Second Judicial Dis- 
trict of New Mexico; member of the Commission to revise 
the laws of New Mexico ; member of the Law Board of Bar 
Examiners. In 1911, at the first election after New Mexico 
became a state, Julius Staab was chosen Judge of the Pro- 
bate Court of Bernalillo County. The latter position he held 
until within a few days of his death, when ill-health prompt- 
fed his resignation. Following the decease of Judge Staab, 
memorial services were held in his honor by the Court of 
the Second Judicial District; and a committee appointed 
by the Bernalillo County Bar Association presented a eulogy 
on his life and character, together with a set of formal reso- 
lutions of sorrow and regret at his untimely death. In the 
resolutions, it was stated that as a citizen, lawyer and judge, 
-Julius Staab merited and received the respect of the entire 
♦community in which he lived and worked and, that up to the 
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time of his death, his future career had given every promise*, 
of becoming more and more useful and distinguished as the.* 
years went by.

Glass op 1895 — Fifth Report

A late decision to go to college, and, consequently, an 
inadequate preparation for the entrance requirements, 
found me at Cambridge in the fall of '91 as a special student 
majoring in English, and sometimes, alas, merely soldiering.

No more fitting tribute to the memory of Alfred Elwyn 
Upham could be given here, than the appended resolutions 
drawn by the Board of Managers of the Maryland School 
for Boys, of which he was superintendent, at the time of his 
death. "A man of liberal education he took up the pro- 
fession of teaching immediately upon his graduation from 
Harvard College, and after a service in the public school 
system of Massachusetts was called to the position of super- 
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intendent of education at the New York State Reformatory, 
Elmira, N. Y. In 1908 he was chosen as superintendent of 
our own institution after a careful investigation by the 
Board of the many names submitted for consideration. The 
problem presented to Mr. Upham by us was a most difficult 
one, involving a complete change in the type and adminis- 
tration of the school. He met it with the quiet self-reliance 
so characteristic of the man and brought it to a prompt 
and successful solution. In his last report to this Board, 
Mr. Upham thus stated his conception of the purposes of our 
institution and the methods to be followed to accomplish 
them: 'To educate, instead of imprisoning, a group of boys 
whom the regular agencies have abandoned to their fate. 
Here in the open country with no walls and no suggestion 
of espionage or prison, we are trying to pick up the broken 
and twisted threads of the lives committed to our care with 
the hope and aim of restoring the pattern and enabling each 
boy to weave his strong and durable garment of character. 
It will not do to forget, however, that all the physical well- 
being and mental training go for naught if they are not at- 
tended by honest, practical and spiritual moral training.' 
* Honest, practical and spiritual,' Mr. Upham was uncon- 
sciously summarizing his own character. He was scrupu- 
lously 'honest 7 in every relation of life. He never deceived 
a boy and he never made a promise which he did not fulfil. 
His attitude towards questions of school administration and 
discipline was always eminently 'practical.' He never be- 
lieved in fads and never went in pursuit of mere experi- 
mental theories. And finally, in all and through all his 
teaching there was a genuine 'spiritual' significance. Mr. 
Upham was a man of deep religious convictions and com- 
pletely free from cant or hypocrisy. To him religion was 
a rule of daily conduct, and it has not been given us in our 
experience to have known many men who could better per- 
sonally exemplify those qualities which it is the duty of a 
reformatory institution to plant where wanting, and to 
cultivate where undeveloped, in the boys committed to its 
care."

Compelled to leave Harvard in 1894 on account of nervous^ 
exhaustion, I spent eighteen months abroad recuperating and 
studying European political, social and economic conditions. 
I toured France, Italy, Switzerland, Belgium and parts of 
England, on a bicycle, on foot, by rail and by carriage, 
seeing the life of the people at first-hand, and avoiding as 
far as possible the big tourist centres. While on this trip

Prom the Utica Globe (1910) :— "Frederic Yorston, B.A., 
new president of the Montreal Standard Publishing Com- 
pany, Ltd. Ottawa, July 21.— Frederic Yorston, B.A. (Dal- 
housie and Harvard), who has just been elected president 
of the Montreal Standard Publishing Company, Ltd., is a 
Nova Scotian, having been born at Pictou, in the county of 
Pictou, which was settled considerably over a century ago 
by the hardy Highland stock which came out from Scotland 
to the new world in the famous old sailing ships the Hope 
and the Hector. After matriculating in Dalhousie College, 
Mr. Yorston in his sophomore year took the new Shake- 
speare Society prize in a contest among 60 of the best stu- 
dents of the University. He took his arts degree, gradu- 
ating with honors in English literature and history, his 
thesis being an edition with copious notes of Shelley's poem 
"Alastor," which is still referred to in the University 
calendar as a perfect piece of work of its kind. Mr. Yors- 
ton was also elected valedictorian for his year. Proceed- 
ing to Harvard he took his post-graduate degree under Von 
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Jagemann in English and Germanic philology. He also had 
the advantage of taking lectures at Edinburgh University 
under the great Milton authority, Prof. Masson, during a 
two years' trip abroad. Returning to Canada, he entered 
Canadian journalism, taking a position on the Montreal 
Daily Star. In 1901 he accompanied the royal tour through 
Canada of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York, 
now the King and Queen of England, representing on that 
famous journey the Montreal Star, the London Daily Mail 
and the Associated Press. Mr. Yorston was subsequently 
appointed city editor of the Montreal Star until the Mont- 
real Standard was started, when he took the position of 
managing editor and vice-president of the company, which 
he filled till his recent appointment as president."

Twenty years after makes one think of tales of Dumas 
and his guardsmen, but space and precedent probably forbid 
tales of adventures in these reports, no matter how romantic. 
For the sake of those classmates who have some interest in 
me, I suppose this is the time when I must depart a little 
from the stiff answers usually given to the stereotyped 
questions. To tell a little of my aims and activities, I may 
say that on first leaving college my greatest ambition was 
to have a part in beating Yale at New London. I was en- 
couraged in this by some of the leading Harvard graduates 
who had been successful in rowing, including General 
William A. Bancroft, James J. Storrow, Edward C. Storrow, 
and George S. Mumford. Through a system of crews 
organized at the Weld Boat Club, of which I was the head 
•for several years, the men were coached and trained who 
constituted almost the entire makeup of the three crews 
which defeated Yale in 1899, the first Varsity victory in 
nine years. Shortly after that I hired as coach to Weld 
Boat Club James Wray, who has since been very successful 
with numerous Varsity crews. My next work was in con- 
nection with the building of the new Weld Boat House, 
which I still help to look after as one of the Weld trustees. 
Growing out of my interest in rowing, I acquired the am- 
bition to dam Charles River. This took much time during 
ten years of my life, five of those being years of unrequited 
toil and five when I got some pay. I was assistant instructor 
in American history in Harvard College for one year. Also 
taught a class in the same subject in Radcliffe. Next to 
rowing, I was most interested in debating. I coached a 
Harvard debating team which defeated Yale, and I acted 
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as judge in two intercollegiate debates. In recent years I 
have been debating in the courts, always on the affirmative 
side of the question, "Resolved, that my client needs the 
money.' ' I began practising law in Boston, in the office of 
Pish, Richardson and Storrow, as soon as mustered out of 
the United States Volunteer Cavalry at the close of the 
Spanish war. Began practice for myself in 1900. From 
August, 1904, to July, 1910, was secretary of the Charles 
River Basin Commission, which had charge of the construc- 
tion of the Charles River dam and the Boston embankment 
in the Back Bay, the reconstruction of the Cambridge 
wharves and canals, and other works affecting navigation 
and sanitation in relation to Charles River. The Commis- 
sion's work transformed the salty Charles into a fresh water 
basin and water park, having done away with the mud 
flats and made possible the reclamation of the salt marshes 
at a greatly reduced expense. My work as secretary, al- 
though partly administrative, was mostly legal. The dam 
and basin were completed and turned over to the Metro- 
politan Park Commission for maintenance in July, 1910. 
Since then I have devoted myself exclusively to my law 
practice, dealing chiefly with corporations, trusts, com- 
mercial law, and equity matters. I have appeared as counsel 
before the legislature in connection with many matters, 
chiefly of a public character, such as : the Act to reorganize 
the Boston School Committee, the Act to provide Pensions 
for Public School Teachers in Boston, and the Act to pro- 
vide for a Juvenile Court. I served as attorney for the 
Boston Fruit and Produce Exchange, and am serving as 
trustee of several estates and director of corporations. Am 
at present located at 19 Congress Street, associated with 
Hollis R. Bailey, 77, Charles E. Shattuck, '87, and Elliott B. 
Church, '95. The principal events of my life since the last 
report have been connected with some rather strenuous 
litigation, principally equity cases. For exercise, I ride 
horseback in winter and in summer row a shell on the 
Charles River or on one of the New Hampshire lakes, also- 
swim and play tennis whenever the opportunity offers- 
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Have taken an active interest in politics and hold offices in 
several political organizations, but have never sought 
election to any public office. In 1905 I organized a Citizens' 
Union to elect a reform administration of public schools in 
the City of Boston. Managed part of three successful re- 
form campaigns for candidates for Boston School Commit- 
tee. Helped to make enough trouble for some local poli- 
ticians in city elections so that for several years they 
dropped school politics "like a hot potato." I have done 
a little public speaking outside of professional work, such 
as lectures, after dinner speeches, and occasional addresses. 
Military service as follows: Private, G Company, 12th 
Regiment Infantry, National Guard of Pennsylvania; 
trooper, Governor's Troop, Pennsylvania Cavalry, U. S. Vol- 
unteers. Saw active service in Porto Rico. Approved by 
Colonel Roosevelt for transfer to 1st U. S. Volunteer 
Cavalry. Served as captain and aide-de-camp on Second 
Brigade Staff, Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. Later was 
judge advocate and commissary on the same staff, with rank 
of major, until resignation in 1906. Served as president of 
the Veteran Association of the Governor's Troop. I have 
been three times abroad, visiting England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, Prance, Germany and Holland, and have travelled over 
the greater part of the United States, from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. Member: Harvard Club of New York, Harvard 
Club of Boston. Boston Athletic Association, The Country 
Club, Brookline, Exchange Club, Ross Club, Williamsport, 
Pa., Boston City Club, of which I was the first secretary.

School, receiving my LL.B. in 1898; I was admitted to the 
Massachusetts Bar in September, 1898; practiced law in 
Boston until January, 1903 ; in Chicago January-July, 1903 - r 
in May, 1903, I was offered the professorship of law and the 
deanship to organize the Law School of Washburn College 
in Topeka, Kansas. I accepted and began work that fall. I 
was at Topeka until 1907, when an offer came from the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska at Lincoln, which I accepted. I was there 
six years until the spring of 1913. In the summer of 1912, I 
taught at the University of Michigan, and it was while there 
that the proposition came from the Bureau of Insular affairs 
at Washington to come to this side of the world to teach, or 
to try to teach, the Filipinos better laws. I did my next 
year's work at Nebraska, and sailed from San Francisco in 
the following spring on the army transport, "Sherman." I 
have just completed two years' service here, and after April 
in the Benguet and Bontoc mountains, May in China, and 
June in the Southern Islands, I expect to begin my third 
year the first of July. The hot season here comprises April, 
May and June, hence our University year is set back three 
months. Commencement comes the last of March. This is. 
about all I can say here. It lets you know before Commence- 
ment time where I am. I am mighty sorry not to be back 
there for the Class Reunion. To send "my best wishes to all 
that are fortunate enough to be there* ' doesn't half express 
my real feelings." A second letter from Conant states that 
he is at present in Shanghai, China, where he was invited ta 
go as one of the judges in the International Athletic Meet- 
ing, similar in character to the Olympic games, which is to 
take place between representatives from China, Japan, the 
Philippines, Siam, and seven other countries. Mr. Conant 
represents the Philippines. He sailed for China on the 5th 
of May expecting to be there four weeks. Upon his return to 
Manila he hopes to make an extended tour of the Philippine 
Islands in connection with his work, and during the summer 
to deliver a course of twelve lectures on international law 
before teachers who will come to Manila from all over the 
Islands. Though Conant likes his present work, and is much

[Dr. Draper prepared and mailed his class blank at the time 
it was received, but it was lost in the mails. In response to a 
personal letter he has kindly forwarded the following which 
arrived on the day we go to press.] 

After graduation in medicine, I found myself ignorant of 
the fundamentals without which I could not understand how 
one could properly practise — and this, after two years' ex- 
perience in the City Hospital, New York. At my own expense, 
therefore I fitted up a laboratory for the study of the surgical 
forms of disease, chiefly abdominal which were then, as now, 
but little understood. This was located in the medical de- 
partment of Columbia University. The teaching and the 
experimental results proving satisfactory, Columbia pur- 
chased the outfit after two years. A volume of transactions 
was published. Meantime I supported myself doing surgical 
work on human beings, and in 1909 went to Rochester, Minn., 
to work on surgical problems under Dr. W. J. Mayo and to de- 
velop a surgical research laboratory in connection with the 
Mayo clinic. Organized Laboratory for Surgical Research, 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minnesota, 1909-1911. While living at 
Rochester, changed my name from Maury to Draper. My 
wife says this affords all the excitement and confusion of a 
second marriage without any family funeral. In Rochester 
I spent two and a half years in academic study of the stirring 
problems of abdominal disease, most of which require for 
their solution animal experimentation. Am now working 
rather more on human beings than on dogs. Three years ago 
I returned to New York to develop a similar laboratory at the 
New York University. A volume of transactions is in press. 
It is extremely difficult to introduce into the medical teaching 
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curriculum any courses which are an added expense, for the 
schools are all poor. It is fortunate therefore that I have 
secured thirty-one thousand dollars endowment for the Uni- 
versity Laboratory. I am hoping to make it one hundred thou- 
sand before another five years. I am thinking seriously of 
sending my boys to Dartmouth for the out-door-life and 
undergraduate work, and to the Harvard schools for post- 
graduate. Success today depends more upon a strong body 
than upon mental training — at least from the surgical view- 
point this is so — I hope this is not too iconoclastic! at least 
it showB a firm belief in heredity. I still have the Ghocorua 
farm where hay and white pine are sui generis and there- 
fore profitable. Any classmate touring the White Mountains 
will be welcome and his dog, if with him, guaranteed safe 
from vivesection during the stay. I have written: Transac- 
tions of Surgical Research, Laboratory Columbia University, 
1907; Articles in Arch.

Murray Anthony Potter died of pernicious anaemia at his 
country home at Lancaster, Mass., Monday, May 17, 1915, on 
the very eve of the class Vicennial. He was born at Clifton, 
Illinois, on the 15th of March, 1871, the son of Susan An- 
thony and Edward Edmunds Potter. His early life, how- 
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ever, was spent mainly in California and there he prepared 
for college, coming to Cambridge in 1892 as a sophomore, 
after one year passed at the California State University at 
Berkeley. He took his A.B. with '95, receiving honorable 
mention for his excellent work in Sanscrit with Professor 
Lanman. For a brief period after graduation he thought of 
going into business, but the habit of scholarship was already 
fixed upon him and he presently returned to the College to 
work with Professor Marsh in Comparative Literature for his 
A.M. in '97, and with Professor Grandgent in Romance Phil- 
ology for his Doctor's degree in '99 — having as comrade in 
those small classes with which Professor Grandgent began the 
Romance work of the new Graduate School our own dis- 
tinguished '95 scholar Professor George Hamilton. Potter's 
thesis was on "The Epic Theme of a Combat be- 
tween Father and Son: A Stury of its Genesis and 
Use in Literary and Popular Tradition." It was pub- 
lished shortly afterwards by Alfred Nutt, London. In 
1900 he was called to Dartmouth College as instruct- 
or in French and Spanish and in the course of the en- 
duing year he married Bessie Lincoln, daughter of Solomon 
Lincoln '57, LL.B. '64, sometime Overseer and a resident of 
Boston. With the Boston and Harvard tradition so diffused 
about him, it is not surprising to find him determined upon 
a life-work which should be done here. And on the year fol- 
lowing, in fact, he was called back to Harvard as instructor in 
Romance Languages, where in the due course of time his 
efficient work was rewarded by advancement to an assistant- 
professorship — the grade he held at his death. Although 
in general charge of large, popular courses such as French 2 
and Spanish 1, Potter, these latter years, had turned more and 
more towards Italian in which field he was already establish- 
ing a reputation as an authority upon the Renaissance. He 
had in preparation special courses on Petrarch and Boc- 
caccio, together with a general review of Italian Literature 
from the beginnings to our days which would have been of- 
fered next year for the first time, subsequently to alternate — 
at Radcliffe as well as at the College — with advanced work 
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on the Epic, the Pastoral and the general literature of the 
Renaissance. He had also in contemplation a critical study 
of Petrarch, although for the time being he had no intention 
of committing it definitely to print, preferring to wait still 
longer until time should mellow certain judgments and fix 
others more firmly. For he was a teacher and lecturer, 
rather than a writer of articles for technical Reviews and had 
printed but little as yet save "Sohrab and Rustem," done 
for Mr. Nutt, various minor papers and pamphlets prepared 
for modern language meetings and the like, together with a 
Spanish text-book "Cuentos Alegres" primarily for the use 
of his classes at Harvard, the proceeds from which were in- 
tended for the family of the unhappy Taboada from whose 
works the selections were drawn. In memory of his mother 
he had a few years ago established the Susan Anthony Potter 
prizes for meritorious essays bearing upon the history of the 
Renaissance in Spain. For one so conversant with the Neo- 
Latin languages, travel is the almost indispensable concomit- 
ant, and Potter was happy in being able to gratify his every 
reasonable desire. He was thus, perhaps, the most consider- 
able traveller on the Faculty, spending summer after summer 
in Europe. From this, plus the early student years spent 
in France and Germany there had resulted a wide acquaint- 
ance with men of letters in many countries and a cosmopolitan 
view-point, a locally sympathetic attitude towards men and 
ideas, so indispensable in good teachers of literature. Al- 
though suffering long and constantly from the ailment which 
was to carry him off, Potter was ever cheerful, forgetful of 
himself, attentive to the wants of others. In fact what must 
have most impressed strangers in this versatile, broad-minded 
scholar was his charming manner, his great gentlemanliness — 
and that first impression, as we who had been associated with 
him these many years best knew, was never to be altered nor 
disappointed by time. His kind courtesy and solicitous at- 
tentions for all with whom he came in contact had won for 
him a broad and general friendship: and in this case the 
manner truly spoke the man, mirroring the inner nature. 
Taken in the very middle of the journey of this life he had al- 
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ready achieved those honors which so seldom accompany even 
old age. He was happy in his accomplishment: he has left 
for us a happy memory. ft L L
